In the 1:In building of this barracks are quartered 
about 150 troops whose epaulettes are black. Passenger automobiles and

Approximatoly 1,200 troops are quartered in the Royal Castle. Their 
epaulettes bear a tanleand-cannon jesifn . Motor trucks parked there 
bear license numbers of the E-6— esries. Over five hundred tanks are 
parked in the Castle gardens beneath sheds. Also in the gardens are a 
number of rubber-tired 10 em. mins, and about two carloads of casoline 
in druns. 


The total number of Russians stationed at KBrzind does not exceed 1,500. 
Hungarian security and political police headquarters is located at No. 6 
Bajesi. Zsilinezky utca. Police personnel totals about sixty, and is 
quartered in a barracks alt Ue. 14 Makosi ut. 


Headquarters of the Frontier Guard company is situated at No. 4 Béhm
